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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA* 

WAYER . 


Millom.  During  the  year  several  new  water  mains  have  been 
laid  in  the  Holborn  Hill  Ward,  In  addition  several  mains  in 
Millom  and  Haverigg  have  been  renewed. 

Progress  on  the  scheme  to  overcome  the  shortage  of  water 
at  Baystone  Bank  Reservoir,  prepared  by  the  Council's  Water 
Engineer  has  been  temporarily  held  up  due  to  the  check  in  the 
negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  r^-uired  for  the 
Pumping  Station. 

The  result  of  the  above  interruption  has  also  deferred 
the  sanction  to  commence  work  upon  the  construction  of  the 
Filtration  Scheme  for  the  Millom  and  Haverigg  districts. 

Bootle.  A  new  intake  tank  and  reservoir  at  Bootle,  to  augment 
the  deficient  supply  in  the  area,  has  been  constructed.  Several 
miles  of  5'',  4-’  and  3’’  main  have  been  laid  throughout  the  area. 

A  new  Shunt-Feed  Chlorinator  has  been  installed  on  the  Supply, 
which  will  .effectively  sterilize  the  whole  of  the  water  consumed. 

Seascale .  With  the  installation  of  the  Electrically  driven 
Booster  Pump  at  Holmrook  for  the  Seascale  Water  Supply,  complaints 
of  water  shortage  during  the  twelve  months  have  been  negligable 
in  spite  of  the  greatly  increased  demands  for  water  in  this  area. 

Several  new  supplies  have  been  installed  during  the  year. 

General .  Chlorinators  are  being  installed  on  the  Devoke, 
Whicham  and  The  Green  Water  Supplies,  after  which  installation  the 
whole  of  the  Council's  Water  Supplies  will  be  chlorinated. 


DRAINAGE  k  SEWERAGE . 

Millom.  Many  of  the  sewers  in  the  town  are  in  a  bad  state 
and  v/ill  eventually  have  to  be  renewed  and  relaid. 

I  would  like  particularly  to  draw  your  attention  to  the 
sewer  which  discharge-s  on  to  the  Embankment.  The  Embankment 
is  used  as  a  playground  by  the  children  of  the  town  and  in  its 
present  condition  it  is  an  undesirable  place  for  such  use. 

The  sewer  discharges  into  the  tidal  water,  but  it  is  quite  near 
to  the  footpath  and  is  a  potential  danger  to  public  health.  I 
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have  consulted.  Mr.  Hankey  about  the  possibility  of  diverting 
this  sewerage  into  the  Lancashire  Hoad  sewer  and  thus  doing 
away  with  the  discharge  of  sewerage  on  to  the  Embankment. 
Following  this  suggestion  Mr.  Hankey  is  preparing  a  scheme  to 
place  before  you  for  your  favourable  consideration. 

Haverigg.  Haverigg  sewers  with  three  separate  outlets  on 
the  Foreshore  are  highly  unsatisfactory.  .  While  realising  the 
present  time  is  inopportune  for  dealing  with  this  situation,  I 
wish  to  keep  the  matter  before  the  Council  for  their  attention 
at  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 


Bootle.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  new  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  has  been  provided  to  serve  the  greater  part  of  the 
village  of  Bootle  and  the  War  workers  Hostels.  At  the  moment 
only  the  hostels  and  the  new  houses  at  Bootle  are  being  sewered. 
The' level  of  the  sewer  at  the  new  houses  is  such  that  it  will  be 
easy  to  continue  this  to  sewer  the  remainder  of  Bootle  village 
when  the  opportune  time  arrives. 


Kolmrook.  A  small  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  been  provided 
to  serve  the  Hostels.  In  my  opinion  it  will  be  useless  to  this 
Authority  af’ter  the  War.  Had  it  been  situated  on  the  south 
side  of  the  village  of  Kolmrook  instead  of  the  north,  this 
Authority  could  have  made  use  of  it  ior  sewering  the  villate*.  of 
Kolmrook  and  part  of  Drigg.  -Mie  Ministry  concerned  .with  the 
construction  of  these  works  were  approached  with  a  view  to  co¬ 
operation,  but  would  not  consider  any  proposals  from  this  depart¬ 
ment.

SCHOOLS.  All  the  schools  in  the  area  were  again  inspected 
during  the  year.  Unfortunately  I  have  no  improvements  to 

report  to  buildings,  although  several  of  these  require  attention. 

Eskdale  High  School  is  still  without  a  water  supply, 
but  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report , money  is  being  raised 
in  the  Parish  to  instal  a  water  supply. 


Only  one  school  closure  was  necessary  and  this  was  for  a 
small  outbreak  of  Chickenpox  at  Silecroit  School. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  475  evacuee  children 
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still  in  the  area. 

Air  raid  shelters  are  now  provided  hy  the  bounty  Council 
for  Millom  and  Haverigg  Schools. 


The  health  of  the  school  children  was  highly  satisfactory. 

There  was  no  evidence  of  the  war  diet  having  affected 
the  childrens’  health  detrimentally.  The  following  table 
gives  the  nutritional  standards  of  the  children  examined  at  the 

school  inspections.

HOUSING.  Work  with  regard  to  housing  has  been  slow  and  difficult 
during’ 'the  year,  mainly  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour,  hut  in 
spitsSof  this  much  work  of  an  essential  nature  was  carried  out. 

The  housing  of  work  people  in  the  area  by  Contractors 
has  greatly  improved  and  the  conditions  at  the  hostels  are  now 

very  satisfactory. 

The  new  houses  at  Millom  and  Bootle  which  were _ commenced 
in  1941  are  nearing  completion,  but  difficulty  in  obtaining 
labour  has  been  the  chief  cause  of  the  delay.

MTT.tr  ft-  HATH  TBS  ORDERS.  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council 
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to  the  fact  that  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  are  taking  milk  from 
certain  farms  in  the  area  which  are  totally  unsuitable  for  milk 
production.  This  particularly  applies  to  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board's  Depot  are  Milnthorpe  and  concerns  farms  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  area.  With  regard  to  the  northern  part  of  the  area 
we  are  having  co-operation  with  the  people  in  charge  of  the 
Aspatria  Depot. 

Statutory  Notices  have  been  served  on  most  of  these  un¬ 
satisfactory  premises,  but  very  little  if  any  attempt  has  been 
made  to  carry  out  the  works  asked  for.  Unfortunately  with  the 
Law  in  its  present  state,  these  Notices  have  to  be  served  on  the 
tenants  and  not  on  the  owners,  and  in  some  cases  the  tenants  are 
unable  to  do  the  work  from  a  financial  point  of  view* 

It  is  a  statutory  duty  of  the  Council  to  register  all 
applicants  as  dairymen  and  cowkeepers  whether  the  premises  are 
satisfactory  or  not.  If  the  Local  Authority  was  given  power  to 
refuse  such  registration,  probably  some  progress  would  be  made. 

The  results  of  milk  sampling  are  attached,  and  as  will 
be  seen  are  not  as  good  as  they  ought  to  be.

ptFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  During  the  year  there  was  no  epidemic  of 

infectious  bis  ease .'  There  was  an  increase  in  the  notifications 

of  Pneumonia  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Table  given,  but  the  deaths 
from  this  cause  were  less  than  the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria.  Of  the  eight  cases  notified,  six  had  not  been 
immunised.  the  cases  that  had  been  immunised  are  very 
interesting.  One  which  occurred  in  the  Bootle  area  was 
definitely  sub-clinical.  There  was  none  of  the  usual  symptoms 
of  Diphtheria  but  merely  had  a  little  sore  throat.  The  child 
was  able  to  run  about  and  play.  The  Doctor  in  attendance  took 
a  swab  and  this  proved  positive  for  Diphtheria,  and  in  the 
interests  of  Contacts  the  child  was  isolated  in  hospital  for 


1  ' 
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about  a  week. 


The  second  of  these  cases  occurred  whilst  the  child  was 
undergoing  treatment  for  a  fractured  arm  in  Hospital.  The 
child  was  sharing  a  room  with  another  child.  Both  developed 
Diphtheria  on  the  same  day  and  were  transferred  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  child  who  had  been  immunised  had  a  very  mild, 
attack,  whilst  the  other  child  who  had  not  been  immunised  died 
on  the  morning  of  admission  to  the  Isolation. Hospital .  Un¬ 

doubtedly,  immunisation  saved  one  of  these  lives.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  Infectious  diseases  have  not  been  so 
prevalent  during  the  past  year. 

18  dwelling-houses  were  disinfected  after  receiving 
notification.  All  bedding  etc.,  was  removed  and  fumigated  by 
the  Council’s  fumigator  at  the  Earl  Street  Yard.  Any  defects 


:  '• 
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found  to  exist  at  these  houses  at  the  time  of  visiting,  which 
might  be  the  indirect  cause  of  infection  are  reported  to  the 
owners  and  remedied  without  delay. 

3502  blankets  in  addition  to  many  other  articles  of 
clothing  were  received  from  the  R.a.F.  Station  together  with 
366  blankets  used  by  the  employees  of  a  Government  Contractor 
and  these  were  also  fumigated  at  the  Council's  Disinfecting 
Station* 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES  .  One  dwelling-house  was  found  to  infested 
with  bed  bugs  and  disinfestation  was  carried  out  accordingly, 
Cyanide  Candles  and  Insecticide  Fluid  being  used* 

SHOPS  ACT,  1954.  29  inspections  were  made  under  the  provisions 

of  this  Act  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Alternative  sanitary  accommodation  at  one  premises  was  asked 
for  and  this  has  received  attention. 

BAKEHOUSES .  There  are  11  registered  bakehouses  in  the  area,  3 
of  which  are  domestic,  and  51  inspections  were  made. 

With  the  exception  of  cleaning  down  the  premises,  no 
other  serious  defects  were  found. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT.  No  action  was  deemed  necessary  during  the 
year  under  this  heading. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  Two  earth  closets  have  been  dispensed  with 
and  conversions  made  to  the  water  carriage  system,  one  was 
connected  to  the  Council’s  sewer  and  the  provision  of  a  septic 
tank  was  made  for  the  other.  31  short  hopper  type  closets 
have  been  converted  to  pedestal  water  closets  during  the  year, 

•  (.Drains  have  been  reconstructed  in  16  instances. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES.  The  Conveniences  for  the  use  of  the 
general  public  in  the  Millom  and  Seascale  areas  have  received 
Jeriodioal  attention  and  have  been  maintained  in  fairly 
satisfactory  order. 

Much  malicious  damage  has  been  caused  at  the  Conveniencee 
again  in  the  Millom  area  and  many  repairs  have  had  to  be  put  in 
hand  as  a  result.  Reports  of  this  damage  have  frequently  been 
placed  before  the  Council  and  the  assistance  of  the  Police  has 
had  to  be  called  upon. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES,  There  are  now  no  Common  Lodging  Houses 
in  the  area,  those  previously  in  use  have  ceased  to  be  used  for 
this  purpose, 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS,  14  inspections  have  been  made  under 
the  Factory  Act  during  the  year.  Two  notifications  were 
received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  with  regard  to 
sanitary  accommodation  and  these  were  immediately  dealt  with 
by  the  department,  whilst  in  one-  further  case,  a  Notice  was 
served  referring  to  the  condition  of  the  premises  and  this  matter 
was  attended  to  by  the  owner.  All  other  premises  were  found  *to 
\e  in  fairly  satisfactory  order. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  The  arrangfejafi8ij&  for  Public  Clean  sic®  in  the 
liillom  Parish  are  similar  to  those  set  out  in  previous  reports* 

The  work  of  refuse  removal  has  been  extended  by  the  Couneii 
undertaking  the  removal  In  other  parishes  and  it  was  deemed 
advisable  for  a  further  vehicle  to  be  obtained  for  this  work# 

In  June  la  t,  the  Council  gave  favourable  consideration  to  the 
purchase  of  another  Karri er  Bantam  Refuse  Collector. 

To  extend  the  tipping  area  at  the  Whitriggs  Tip, 

Haverigg,  it  has  been  necessary  to  cover  an  open  stream  which 
runs  through  this  land  and  for  this  purpose  60  yards  of  6,f  pipes 
have  been  put  down  to  keep  this  watercourse  clear.

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER.. 

During  the  year,  203  inspections  were  made  under  the 
ril&  and  dairies  Order.  Resulting  from  these  inspections,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  issue  Notices  in  14  instances.  Many  of 
these  related  chiefly  to  the  cleaning  down  of  the  Byres  etc. 

N ew  cooling  houses  and  dairies  have  been  provided  at  5  premises 
and  one  new  byre  has  been  erected.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  POODS  * 

The  arrangements  for  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for 
human  consumption  are  the  same  as  those  set  out  in  the  1940 
report,  and  so  far  as  inspection  is  concerned,  Central 
Slaughtering  is  very  satisfactory. 

Various  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  to  the  premises  which  are  now  used  and  these  have  greatly 
improved  the  premises  no  far  as  cleanliness  and  the  method  and 
manner  of  slaughtering  of  the  animals  is  concerned,  in  addition 
to  facilitating  the  inspection  of  each  carcase.  These 
improvements,  however,  do  not  bring  the  premises  up  to  the 
standard  desired, and  once  again  may  I  stress  the  importance  of 
the  Council  giving  their  earnest  and  favourable  consideration  to 
the  provision  of  a  Public  Ab*atoir. 

The  inspection  and  examination  of  all  animals  slaughtered 
is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  Memo  62  Foods.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Millom.  To  meet  the  demands  of  the  n ew ^ houses^ on^ the  Dumb 

Lane  Rousing  Estates  and  in  view  of  the  bad  £hober  of 

Pastin'?  sewer  in  this  area,  work  was  commenced  in  October  oi 

laying  an  entirely  new  15lt  diameter  earthenware  ^ewer  in  Dumb 

Lane.  Approximately  130  yards  of  new  sewer  has  been  laid  and 

2  manholes  have  been  entirely  reconstructed. 

Blockages  have  again  occurred  quite  frequently  on  many 
of  the  main  sewers  but  approval  has  now  been  given  to  relay 
severql  lengths  of  these  sewers  and  this  will  be  done  as  t  e 

opportunity  occurs. 

One  new  manhole  has  been  provided  on  the  main  sewer  at 
Sandham  Lane,  Eaverigg. 

30  yards  of  91’  sewer  has  been  relaid  in  Back  .Newton 
Street,  Millom,  and  a  new  manhole  constructed  at  the  junc 
this  sewer  in  o,ueen  Street,  Millom# 

46  yards  of  sewer  has  been  relaid  from  Cleator  Street  to 
Church  Walkf  Holborn  Hill,  Millom  and  one  manhole  reconstructed 
in  Church  Walk. 

An  additional  manhole,  has  been  constructed  in  Moor  Road, 
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Mi  Horn,  for  the  sewer  from  the  Q,ueen3  Pari:  Housing  Estate, 

Stoppages  on  the  main  sower  at  Moor  Moss,  ^averigg,  which 
serves  the  West  Coast  Chrome  Tanning  Co*-,  have  heen  very  frequent 
during  the  year  and  these  have  caused  considerable  nuisance  to 
the  occupants  of  the  cottages  in  the  vicinity,  in  addition  to  the 
general  public  who  use  this  road.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  very 
near  future  this  nuisance  will  be  abated  as  negotiations  arebeing 
carried  out  *ri£h  the  object  of  laying  an  entirely  n ew  15-*  diameter 
sewer . 

Bootle.  Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  erection  of 
a  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  this  Parish  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  hostels  for  the  Ministry  of  'Works  &  Buildings  and  the  54 
houses  wiich  are  .in  course  of  erection  for  this  Authority. 

Work  on  the  sewer  from  the  new  works  to  the  housing  estate  was 
put  in  hand  in  November  and  is  still  in  progress. 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  in  the  remainder  of 
the  Parish  are  the  same  as  have  been  previously  reported. 

Muncaster .  The  position  is  the  same  as  set  out  in  previous 

reports  as  far  as  sewage-  disposal  facilities  are  concerned. 

Drigg.  There  is  still  no  change  to  report  regarding  arrange¬ 
ments  in  this  Parish. 

Seascale .  There  is  no  change  to  report  in  this  Parish. 

Schools.  Frequent  inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  the 
various  schools  in  the  area.  No  action  has  been  taken  at  any 

school . 

Sskdale  High  and  Eskaale  Low  schools  are  still  without 
modern  sanitation  and  much  'correspondence  with  the  Managers  and 
many  interviews  taken  place  between  this  department  and  the 
authorities  concerned  with  regard  to  this  important  matter.  A 
Scheme  is  now  being  formulated  to  solve  these  problems.
